The discussion on progress and 
the length of the ural began when 
a reporter opened the conference 
by asking Knox whether he could 
give any estimate on the length 
of the war. 
“There haul been an awful lot of 
very foolish optimistic talk about 
the early ending of the war be­

been going along very gratifying­ 
ly," Knox replied. 
"Nothing could be worse for ul­ 
timate victory than to promote the 
idea that the war ii completely 
over because of relatively minor 
successes 
in the early 
stages," 
Knox added,

Wilson, 
executive 
vice-chairman 
of the WPB 
was

at 
the conference and 
warned 
that present 
production 
schedules are behind estimates and 
urged all workers to step up out­ 
put. 
Wilson explained that produc­ 
tion during the last half of 1943 
would have to be Increased at least 
50 percent to meet present sched­ 
ules. Wilson was adding his opin­ 
ion to that previously uttered by 
WPB Chairman Donald B. Nelson 
and Acting Secretary of War Rob­ 
ert P. Patterson. 
The WPB official told the con­ 
ference that he had hoped for an 
extra million tons of steel in the 
third 
quarter of 
1943 and 
an­ 
other million in the fourth quarter. 
However, he added, that due to 
the 
recent coal strike 
300,000 
ton* of steel were lost during the 
last 30 days. 
In aircraft production, 
Wilson 
said he had expected 8,500 planes 
in July but he feared this goal 
would not be reached although the 
nation has the plants and man­ 
power to do the work. 
Knox, Horne and Wilson all 
agreed during the conference that 
production had let down recently

"We have to build bases from 
the ground up,” Horne said. "One 
of our biggest difficulties is the | 
wave of optimism running through 
the country with every slight suc­ 
cess. We don’t get the ships at the 
time we expect to get them. 
"There is a good deal of wish­ 
ful thinking in expecting s col- j 
lapse of German morale,” Horne 
added. ‘There is a difference tn 
German psychology now compared 
with what it was in 
1918. The 
youth of Germany is trained in 
Hitlerism and has little family af­ 
filiations." 
Horne declared that the nation 
cannot expect a collapse in the 
Nazi army, “certainly not until we ( 
are on the continent itself." 
Switching back to the Pacific, 
Horne said it was his belief that 
the United States now has a big­ 
ger fleet in that area than the 
enemy, but he said that "we must 
have one twice as big" before we 
J can defeat Japan. 
Horne emphasized that the na­ 
tion's air force also must be twice 
as large as Japan's to assure vie- j 
tory due to the fact that this 
nation has to spread all over the 
ocean theres* the enemy is work­ 
ing on interior lines. 
The admiral pointed out that 
America must build this gigantic 
fleet because we must expect to 
pay heavily for the price of at­ 
tack and warned that losses will 
be great once we hit Japan’s main 
bastions, such ss Truk. 
Knox interposed by stating that 
it is much wiser to over-estimate 
than to under8timate the length of 
th* war. 
Knox Citee Danger 
"That's the danger we are in 
now," Knox said firmly. "I have 
found no single well-informed mili­ 
tary man who has any idea the 
war is nearly won. 
"Most military men use the 
same expression — that we have 
made a good start. We have 
broken down the enemy's outer de­ 
fenses, but we htven’t stsrted to 
dig into his main fortresses " 
The secretary added that it was 
“just silly" to talk about winning 
the war with Hitler in complete 
possession of the European conti­ 
nent. 
Knox stated that Nazi manpow­ 
er and materiel Is far from ex­ 
hausted. He warned that Hitler 
probably has the best trained army 
in the world. 
In emphasizing the length of the 
war. Knox urged reporters to see 
what 
has been accomplished to 
date In the Pacific. 
"Look at what we must still 
take and you'll realize that we 
have only made a beginning" 
Knox said. 
"We are hoping to capture with­ 
in the next few weeks an out­ 
post in the Mediterranean—that’s 
all Sicily is,’* Knox said. ‘To talk 
about an early ending of the war 
is wishful thinking." 
The wave of optimism, 
Knox 
said, has resulted in sn "unconsci­ 
ous letup in production.” 
Let-Down In Industry 
"We are already feeling the ef­ 
fects of this letdown in industry," 
named to Knox said.

titis, etc., are pretty regular fea­ 
tures of the home front. 
New articles m anufactured for 
household use are often irritating 
to sensitive skins. New kinds of 
soap lead th* list. Cleansing pow­ 
ders, lacquers, varnishes, wools 
used in knitting, and even some­ 
times cosmetics and substancea 
used to re-beautify the skin may 
cause derm atitis. 
In seeking to relieve these trou­ 
bles, the first attention of the 
physician is directed towards find­ 
ing out whether the victim is sen­ 
sitive to any of the articles with 
which she comes in contact daily. 
Somebody's skin is sensitive to 
on# or the other of nearly every 
single ingredient of any soap or 
cleansing powder, so it isn’t pos- 
ible for the m anufacturers, care­ 
ful as they are and have to be, to 
elim inate every one of them. 
The best way to detect the of­ 
fender is by the skin patch test. A 
small piece of the soap or cleans­ 
ing powder is placed on the skin 
of the upper arm (or any p art 
which has not come in contact with 
the suspected m aterial), covered 
with a piece of adhesive tape, and 
left there for a few hours; if the 
patient is sensitive to th a t par­ 
ticular preparation, the skin will 
show a reddened, itchy area. 
Other factors must be taken into 
consideration, however, in connec­ 
tion with these eruptions. My 
friend, Dr C. C. Dennie, a der­ 
matologist of wide experience, 
has listed these as follows: 


(1) 
Ringworm fungus infec­ 
tion of the feet, with allergic re­ 
actions on the hands. This is the 
cause of housewife’s derm atitis 
of the hands in about 37 per cent 
of cases. The immersion of the 
hands and other constant uses per­ 
haps make them sensitive. 
(2) An allergic history throws 
light on the diagnosis, because 
those with a history, or tvan a 
family 
history, 
of hay fever, 
asthm a, hives, eczema, etc., are 
likely to be sensitive to in p e - 
dients of common objects which do 
not affect others at all. 
(3) D igestive distdV banees. 
Those with insufficient stomach 
secretion are likely for some rea­ 
son to be subject to dcsmatitis on 
the hands. 
(4) 
Focal infection of teeth 
and tonsils will do it, and should 
be investigated in stubborn cases. 
(5) Skin infections may be a 
good breeding ground for derm a­ 
titis. The use of autogenous vac­ 
cines for streptococci or staphylo­ 
cocci it indicated.

network of railroads but our neighbors have none at all worth men­ 
tioning. 
For ourselves, we can get our commodities down to our w aters 
edge and trans-ship them, landing them in porta on THEIR w ater s 
edges. 
Latin Americans cannot get the stuff inland. 
N either can they get their stuff OUT-land in our direction. 
They 
just have not got the necessary internal transportation. 
The old-fashioned remedy would be— 
Build railroads. 
Th# trouble is that railroads take too much tim e to build. 
A t this Juncture A rgentina 
is trying to build a rail line to Chile, 
on its west coast. 
But 
th ii is like trying to link 
New York and San Francisco in the 1860’s or earlier. 
Mexico has a railroad system . 
Mexicans will 
compete with us and with our com parative air trans­ 
port. 
The advantage will be ours, for we are away 
in advance of Mexico’s surface transportation. And, 
as to aviation, w*« will rem ain ahead indefinitely. 
Brazil is different. 
I t has th a t enormous Amazon “interland.” 
It has developed air travel faster than we have. We think of Brazil 
as an entirely new area. 
We think of it as wholly primitive. It is 
not. 
It has an aviation system aa good as ours, or 
better. The 
Brazilians are our friends and they are a decidedly substantial peo­ 
ple, with about half our population and more than our territory. 
The Brazilians, though, need external development. 
They have 
the room, inside, but it is unoccupied. 
And they like us—tradition­ 
ally so. 
Back somewhere, In history, P ortugal took a liking to tho United 
States and its people and Brazil, colonized by the Portuguese, has 
lemained pro-Yankee. It stays th a t way, all up and down the Ama­ 
zon

The plants, lf they live, are 
usually dwarfed and form only 
small heads. To control aphis use 
a nicotine spray or dust the 
plants with rotenone.
